aid packed ourselves off from Asheville and 
civilization, and at 8.20 a. m. on March 30 
took a train on the Murphy branch bound 
for the inner recesses of the mountains. 
Guide book information stops twenty miles 
from Asheville on the Murphy branch, and, 
so far as I could discover, Asheville infor- 
mation about tho regi'in has never begun. 
All I could find out was that it was very 
rough country and poor accommodations. 
Ou the train, however, I foujid .» tnat^whp 
could tell me a little, and who inquired "if

Whittier was founded ten 


years ago by a physician of that name who 
went to this region in search of health and 
took with him considerable enterprise and 
some money. He selected a pretty little 
piatoau on the bunks of the Tuckaseegee 
liver and proceeded to establish a future 
emporium. The effort proved too much for 
the doctor though, and he died in a couple 
of years. Shortly after the town died too, 
and as the Legislature soon alter proceeded 
to revoke its chaiter, jt can now be said to 
have been appropriately buried. 
At pres- 


ent it contains about twenty buildings, four 
of which are "mercantile establishments." 
I did not count the people nor estimate the 
pigs, but the place is chiefly inhabited by a 
boy named Monteitli. The half a dozen 
other passengers were going on to Bryson 
City, the county seat, and we alighted from 
the train all alone in our glory. 
Inquiry 


developed the fact that "the hotel was done 
closed two years ago," but Monteitli, wlio 
seemed to be waiting for us at the train, 
said that ''Mr. McLain took boadahs," so I 
loaded him up with our hand baggage and 
we paddled along to Mr. McLain's. McLain 
is a good, whole-souled fellow of progressive 
proclivities, who will wear his soul pins out 
soon in the friction against the stay-as-it-is- 
iveness of hi? fellow citizens. lie cultivates 
pigs and geese, which for squealativeness 
and quackativeness can not be excelled any- 
where. 
We were at once inducted to the 


ground floor front, and in two shakes a fire 
was going in the hearth and a pitcher of 
fresh, clear, mountain spring water was ^n 
hand, in fact it was on both hands—all four 
pf our hands, I should say—and we felt our 
knueklo joints enlarge, aa tlie clear coolness 
qf th,e mountain spring water permeated 
Pt(r vcr,y marrow. 
After. th,js hand shake 


with th.e brp.thei'-in:>»w of the NprtU Pole, 
we went to djnner. 
Our Uflst faaid he was 


afrajd. we ''would not be able to eat this 
Tough food, but if we were wanting to stay 
any time they would try and find out what 
we liked and give it to us." There was lots 
of good, fresh milk, (sweet milk, as they 
call it) and a dish of that food of the 0ods 
that can only be had in rough places and 
degenerates as civilization increases—honey 
—ind which is always better if you can pick 
a dead bee or two out of the comb. 
There 


was also good corn bread, of course, and 
pork and pie of two or three different spe- 
cies, so we wrestled tho match out and then 
tackled the question of transportation to the 
Indians. McLain said he couldn't possibly 
give us a team nor a driver and nobody else 
had any "stock" at all that was not in use 
at the plow, but if a buggy and one horse 
and drive ourselves would do, he could fix 
us up, which he proceeded to do. The buggy 
was soon greased up and tlie nag put in. 
McLain called my attention to the fact that 
the horse had a bridle on without a bit, say^ 
in'g that he was so'Ceii^ei: \i\ (lie moutU that- 
it'll very light pressure on the bit he would 
"run back," and that it might be ''awk- 
ward." When we saw the road 'we realized 
iow "awkwardly" we might have approached 


o Kingdom of Heaven if the horse had 


"run back." Experience showed that one 
rein would have done. The horse had beep 
in the habit of travelling off h,arse }n a team 
and persisted, in keeping himself on one side 
of the rabbit track over 'wliicb. we 'drove 
without regard to the buggy. This looked 
as if it might also. b,« "awkward" at some, 
pgints qf the roa,g(, When -we got hack, i 


without a sign of a mill to cover them, then 
to the left and the fua began. 
Up, up, up 


we climbed, at about the angle that a sky 
rocket makes with the horizon, to the lop of 
the divide, and theu down, down, down at 
the same angle to the valley of the Ocona- 
luftee river. The Oconaluftee has never yet 
been desecrated by a bridge for the whole 
seventy miles or so of its length, and you 
have your choice of fording or not fording 
just as yon like. At this particular place it 
is from 250 to 300 feet wide. As we topped 
a little hill and saw the road leading down 
into the dark and rushing waters, I made a 
hasty estimate that the width was about SJOO 
miles, but more careful calculation and the 
elimination of fractions leads me to believe 
that the first named figures are more cor- 
rect. I noticed that the line of the road on 
either side, if projected, would make quite 
an acute V, which indicated that the ford 
was not straight over, but didn't seem to 
indicate anything else with any degree of 
accuracy, and I was wondering how many

side 
a fow hundred yards, when we again began 
to climb. The remaining four or five miles 
we mostly hung between Heaven and earth, 
with the cliff on one side and [lie precipice 
on Ihe other, turning sharp corners and 
climbing or descending heavy grades, cross- 
ing chasms nud tributary creeks on cordu- 
roy bridges that, moss covered and half 
baiked, looked as rotten as city politics. 
There is no mistake about it though, tlie 
scenery was grand and exlailirating. The 
trail was so filled with rooks, and cut by 
deep ruts, and plowed by washouts that it 
was impossible to go beyond a walk, and in 
truth it would have been woith our lives to 
try to. After a little we began to meet an 
occasional Indian trudging along.

The distance is fifty- 
eight and three-tenth miles, and the average 
speed was seveniy-six and one-half miles 
pcsr hour.

made by a railroad train for the distance. 
From Winslow to Abseeon, twenty-four and 
nine-tenths miles, an average speed of 
eighty-throe miles per hour was sustained.

seven and eight-tenths miles per hour. This
